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A  Commitment 
to  Lifelong 
Learning 


y  teacher  (and  the  subject 
of  my  doctoral  thesis)  Rabbi 
Dr.  Louis  Jacobs  was  fond 
of  telling  the  story  of  a  rabbi  who  was 
brought  before  his  synagogue  board 
on  a  disciplinary  matter.  It  seems  the 
rabbi  had  been  staying  in  his  office  late 
into  the  night  -  incurring  additional 
electrical  and  security  expenses. 
Defending  himself,  the  rabbi  explained 
to  the  board  that  he  used  these  quiet 
night-time  hours  to  study  Torah  and 
continue  his  learning.  Upon  hearing 
this,  the  treasurer  of  the  synagogue 
stood  up  objecting  indignantly:  “More 
learning?  When  we  hired  the  rabbi, 
my  assumption  was  that  he  was  fully 
trained!” 

It’s  a  cute  story,  and  it  speaks  directly 
to  the  nature  of  Jewish  learning, 
for  all  of  us  and  maybe  especially 
for  rabbis.  No  matter  how  much  we 
study,  the  journey  of  Jewish  learning 
is  never  complete.  There  will  always 
remain  texts  to  encounter  and  skills  to 
acquire.  Be  it  Congregational  School, 
a  Melton  class,  or  even  rabbinical 
school,  the  measure  of  a  successful 
Jewish  education  is  ironically  the 
degree  to  which  it  alerts  us  to  how 
much  we  still  have  to  learn.  The 
reservoirs  of  our  Jewish  souls  must  be 
ever  replenished,  institutionally  and 
personally,  if  our  Judaism  is  to  remain 
vital. 

For  me,  this  vision  of  lifelong  learning 
is  deeply  personal.  From  Jewish  day 
school  through  rabbinical  school  and 
into  my  doctoral  degree  in  modern 


Jewish  thought,  my  Jewish  soul  has 
been  shaped  and  nourished  by  study. 
As  an  exemplar  of  Jewish  life,  I  know 
it  is  not  enough  for  me  to  teach  our 
tradition,  and  I  have  tried  my  best 
to  model  an  ongoing  commitment  to 
Jewish  learning.  Over  these  past  ten 
years,  moments  to  study,  research  and 
write  have  proven  elusive  -  even  with 
a  synagogue  board  that  allows  me  to 
keep  the  lights  on  in  the  building  well 
into  the  night! 

It  is  with  this  thought  that  I  express 
my  deep  gratitude  to  the  leadership  of 
Park  Avenue  Synagogue  for  extending 
to  me  a  four-month  sabbatical  this 
spring.  From  early  March  through 
early  July,  I  will  turn  my  attention  to 
study  and  research.  While  I  am  still 
thinking  out  the  exact  focus  of  my 
writing,  I  do  hope  that  my  efforts  will 
serve  to  enrich  both  my  rabbinate 
and  our  congregation  for  years  to 
come.  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  my 
extraordinary  colleagues  who  will 
ably  bridge  the  gap  of  my  absence. 

Our  synagogue  is  blessed  to  enjoy 
a  team  of  highly  talented  Jewish 
professionals.  I  look  forward  to 
rejoining  them  with  renewed  vigor  in 
July  2018.  Most  of  all,  I  am  grateful 
to  every  member  of  our  community 
for  your  understanding  and  support 
as  I  take  this  treasured  time  to  further 
develop  my  intellectual  and  spiritual 
pursuits. 

Franz  Rosenzweig  once  taught  that 
in  order  to  secure  the  Jewish  future, 
one  must  consider  oneself  to  be  a 
“builder.”  Physical  buildings,  new 
and  remodeled,  are  without  question 
necessary  to  house  our  communal 
future.  So  too,  as  Jews  we  must  strive 
to  be  builders  of  our  Jewish  souls  by 
way  of  Jewish  study.  As  our  synagogue 
goes  from  strength  to  strength, 
literally  building  our  future,  I  thank 
you,  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart,  for 
the  opportunity  to  recommit  to  the 
project  of  lifelong  Jewish  learning.

Israel  at  70: 
How  Did  We 
Get  There  and 
Where  Are  We 
Going? 


When  was  Israel  established? 

Was  it  when  Abraham  set 
foot  in  the  Promised  Land, 
or  was  it  when  a  democratic  state 
in  the  Middle  East  was  founded  in 
1948  under  the  leadership  of  David 
Ben-Gurion?  The  answer  is  not  just 
a  matter  of  interpreting  history.  The 
question  reflects  different  approaches 
to  the  very  foundations  of  the  modern 
State  of  Israel.  Did  Israel  come  into 
being  as  a  biblical  birthright  or 
through  a  vote  by  the  United  Nations? 

Over  the  coming  year  we  will 
celebrate  Israel’s  70th  anniversary  by 
exploring  Israel’s  story  and  imagining 
its  future.  To  launch  this  exciting 
year,  our  annual  Shabbaton  will 
focus  on  Israel’s  past,  present,  and 
future.  Our  speaker  will  be  Rabbi  Dr. 
Daniel  Gordis.  (See  p.  3  for  his  bio.) 
With  his  guidance,  we  will  examine 
Israel’s  history,  gain  insight  into  her 
contemporary  internal  and  external 
struggles,  and  glimpse  at  what  may 
come  next  for  the  Start-up  Nation. 

On  Friday  night  Rabbi  Gordis  will 
provide  us  with  an  overview  of  Israel’s 
founding  and  development  over  the 
past  100  years.

In  the 
early  afternoon,  he  will  speak  on  the 
challenge  of  maintaining  Israel’s  soul 
while  defending  her  borders,  followed 
by  a  dialogue  with  Rabbi  Cosgrove.

Preparing  for 
Our  Temporary 
Campus  During 
Construction 


As  our  Congregational  School 
students  and  Melton  adult 
learners  settle  into  our  new  Eli 
M.  Black  Lifelong  Learning  Center,  we 
turn  our  focus  to  the  next  step  in  our 
transformative  space  project.  Phase 
Two  will  include  a  comprehensive 
revitalization  and  reconfiguration  of 
the  classrooms,  offices,  and  special 
event  spaces  in  our  87th  Street 
building.  We  are  working  now  to 
finalize  the  plans  and  prepare  for  the 
dust  and  details  associated  with  such  a 
large  construction  project. 

As  we  announced  last  spring,  to 
accomplish  Phase  Two  most  efficiently 
and  cost-effectively,  we  are  renting 
the  school  building  adjacent  to  our 
Lifelong  Learning  Center  at  4  East 
90th  Street  as  a  temporary  home  for 
our  staff,  clergy,  and  Early  Childhood 
Center  during  construction,  from 
April  2018  through  August 
2019.  Together  with  our  new 
Lifelong  Learning  Center, 
this  temporary  space,  which 
includes  classrooms,  offices, 
a  gymnasium,  library,  and 
rooftop  play  space,  will  be 
the  ideal  setting  for  PAS 
programs  and  activities 
to  continue  while  the  87th 
Street  renovation  proceeds. 

Beryl  Chernov  and  Liz 
Offenbach  are  working  closely 
with  our  project  manager  and 
Space  Committee  to  prepare  the 


temporary  space  for  PAS  use.  Their 
staff  transition  team,  made  up  of 
representatives  from  each  department, 
meets  regularly  to  ensure  a  smooth 
transition  to  our  temporary  campus. 

As  Art  Penn  said  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  last  May,  this  short-term 
displacement  shortens  the  overall 
time  of  construction  and  disruption 
while  maintaining  our  original  target 
completion  date.  Our  goal  remains 
to  complete  this  project  in  a  fiscally 
responsible  manner  while  maintaining 
the  integrity  of  our  community. 

Like  the  ancient  Israelites  in  their 
temporary  dwellings,  we  will  be 
sustained  by  the  continued  spiritual 
and  programmatic  vitality  of  our 
community  until  we  arrive  at  our 
much-anticipated  “Promised  Land.” 

During  the  renovation  of  87th  Street, 
our  Sanctuary  will  remain  open  for 
worship  services.  We  will  host  our 
weekly  community  Shabbat  Kiddush 
at  90th  Street. 


To  summarize  the  anticipated 
construction  timeline: 

•  April/May  2018:  Clergy/ Staff  move 
to  90th  Street;  87th  Street  site  prep 
begins 

•  May  3,  2018:  PAS  Gala  -  last 
community  event  at  87th  Street 
before  construction 

•  June  2018:  ECC  moves  to  90th 
Street;  87th  Street  construction 
begins 

•  September  2018:  Lower  Level  High 
Holiday  services  at  offsite  UES 
location 

•  August  2019:  Clergy/Staff/ECC  move 
back  to  87th  Street 

•  Fall  2019:  Dedication  of  completed 
campus
